A MUGWUMP'S TALK. 


GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS ON “THE POLIT- 
ICAL SITUATION.” 


The Monthly Dinner of the Commonwealth 
Club—Independence of Party—Civil-Ser- 
vice Reform—The Mission of the Repub- 
lican Party Accomplished—A Peep Into 
the Campaign of 1888. 


New To, May &.—The Commonwealth 
Club gave its monthly dinner last night at the 
Metropolitan Hotel. About 150 gentlemen 
were present. D. Willis James presided. On 
his right sat George William Curtis, and on 
his left Orlando B. Potter. It was a few min- 
utes after 9 o’clock when Mr. James called the 
assembly to order and introduced the orator of 
the evening, George William Curtis, who was 
to speak upon ‘‘The Political Situation.’’ Mr. 
Curtis referred to his presence at the first 
meeting of the club, and to the general princi- 
ples upon which its existence was based. He 
went on to say: 

Here is a club, composed of gentlemen of 
all parties, who entertain differing views of all 
public questions. I know very well the charm 
of party association. 
the party drum-beat. Iam prouder of notb- 
ing than of my connection with that party, 
which, itseems to me, has done more for 
human liberty and for every popular interest 
than any other party in the history of the 
English-speaking race. [Applause.] But, 
important as party is, there is one thing still 
more important, and that is a manly, 
reasonable American independence of 
party. George Washington, the purest of 
patriots, warned us that mere party spirit was 
an ignorant and debasing impulse of. public 
action, not a lofty and ennobling influence; 
that mere party spirit isa flerce, a mischiev- 
ous fire, while party principle is 

A STEADY CREATIVE HEAT. 

The one principle upon which this club is 
formed is thatof civil service reform, because 
one of the chief objects of that reform is the 
restoration of a party in a republic to its 
legitimate function. When I first took part in 
the politics of this country it was in 
the midst of a tremendous controversy. 
The issues were vital and oyerpower- 
ing. The questions appealed to the 


heart and the conscience of the people of this 
country. But the business of parties now is 
to carry the election. The office of a party 
association to-day and of a pa organ is that 
of the old fire-laddies in New York and of the 
machine to ‘whoop her up.“ [Laughter.] I 
have seen recently that if Mr. Cleveland should 
be nominated next year, he is already as good 
as elected. [Applause.}] I have seen that if 
Mr. Blaine should be nominated next year he 
is virtually in the White House jap i 
and I have also seen that if Gov. 1 should 
be selected by his p he would run like a 
cyclone [laughter]; and Ihave also seen that 
if Mr. Sherman should be nominated he would 
sweep the 2 ER and further - 
more I have seen that if Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Cleveland should be nom! they would 
both be defeated [laughter]. . 
A VERY SAD CONDITION. 

Now. I want to say that the situation issome- 
thing like that ofthe husband whose wife 
asked him when he came in to tell her what 
kind ofa night it was.

But another view, and the one clearly in 
accord with the decision, can have no such 
dire effects. The Court held, that, with the 
exception of bank and insurance cor- 
porations, the property of all cor- 
porations within a municipality, is 
the subj.ct of tax assessment, and is taxed as 
the property of the corporation; in which 
event the stock of the corporation is not tax- 
able. Oonsequently, in the event the 
corporation has no property in the 
municipality in which the stockhold- 
er resides, the stock becomes taxable 
as the personal property ot the stockholders. 
That but a small proportion of property of 
mining companies is within the bounds of the 
State of Missouri cuts no figure in the case, if 
it did then ‘‘oppression’’ could be very clearly 
demonstrated. Uniess the above doctrine is 
true it follows that every mercantile and 
manufacturing corporation in the city of St. 
Louis must be taxed as a corporation on its 
property in the city and every stockholder 
must also be taxed on lis stock in the cor- 
poration.

A HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDING TO RE- 
COVER A YOUNG WIFE. f 


dames Fone’s Queer Surprise Upon His Re- 
turn to Dinner— Charges Preferred 
Against an Attorney—The Walsh Sdit 
Against the Exposition Board- Con- 
tractor Defeated in the Court of Appeals 
—Cases on Trial. 


A petition fora writ of habeas corpus was 
presented to-day in Judge Barclay’s court by 
Walter F. McEntire in behalfof James Fone, 
who sveks to recover possession and con- 
trol of his wife, Louisa Fone, nee 
Louisa Henke. This is peculiar 
case. The husband states that the 
marriage took place on the 28th of July, 1886, 
and that he lived happily with hia wife until 
May 2 of the present year.

He went to the house, 
5912 South Broadway, and sought an interview 
with his wife, but was told to leave and threat- 
ened with violence if he did not do so quickly. 

After that kind of a reception he de- 
termined to appeal to the courts. It 
appears that the relatives of Mrs. 
Fone objected: to the marriage, and in 


consequence she was married away from 
home. The husband declares that he had no 
intimation whatever of his mother-in-laws in- 
tentions, but on the contrary his wife seemed 
very happy and comfortable the day that she 
left home. She bad called at his place of busi- 
ness in the morning and when he returned at 
the dinner hour he found the preparations 
for a meal in the kitchen, a roast in the pan 
and lettuce washed and cut, but his wife was 
missing and there was no explanation for her 
absence,

Why Clemenceau Should Be Commissioned 
to Form a Cabinet—Dissolution the Inev- 


itable Result of Grevy’s Persistence— 
Boulanger Literature Commanding a 
Ready Sale—The Minister of War Lauded’ 


to the Skies—Doubtfual Popularity.

BOULANGER LITERATURE. 

Boulanger literature is more than ever on 
the increase. Sunday and yesterday a pam- 
phiet, in which the General is lauded tothe 
skies, was hawked about with energy on the 
boulevards and commanded a ready sale. It 
contained a deal of badly written rhodo- 
montade which was headed ‘*Vive Boulanger, 
Ministre.’’ In boldness of expression it dis- 
tanced even La Revanche, and as a specimen 
of its contents the following extracts may be 
given: 

Those who say the retirement of Boulanger 
is necessary for the maintenance of peace, are 
either liars or cowards. Are they real 
Frenchmen who speak thus when the 
butts of German muskets resound at 
our doors like a menace? The descendants of 
those who fought against all Europe once are 
not surely the men to say to Gen. Boulanger, 
Leave your post, the enemy wishes it.” Gen. 
Boulanger has made France strong and re- 
spected, and the army confident in itself. He 
is the man of the situation, the only one whom 
France will follow without fear when the 
enemy again violates ber soil. This is why we 
are told the General must disappear even to 
the applause of the Berlin populace. A minis- 
try without Boulanger would be humiliating 
to France. Don’t touch Boulanger, for 
he is the people's choice. If you 
do a hundred thousand throats will 
cry, ‘Vive Boulanger’ to-morrow, and in a 
week again will do the same. It would be a 
sacrilege to touch him who is the child of 
France. This document concludes with 
Vive Boulanger, le Ministre, d' heir et de de- 
main. 

DOUBTFUL POPULARITY. 0 

M. Magnard, editor of the Figaro, alluding 
to it, openly hints that Gen. Boulanger may 
think he is popular, but that his popularity is 
with the mob and not with the army. 

An able military writer in the Debats says 
something to the same effect in the course of a 
long leader on the work of Gen. Boulanger. 
Heconcindes: ‘‘Gen. Boulanger with the ley- 
ity which characterizes him, has not been 
afraid to touch the essential and vital wheels 
of our war organization. It behooves us to 
follow him in this most precarious part or role 
which he has played, and to bring clearly ou 
the heavy responsibility which he has incurred 
under this head. 

It having been stated that a petition contain- 
ing a large number of signatures have been 
sent to Gen. Boulanger by the civilian em- 
ployes of the War Office, the General has de- 
clared that he has not received and could not 
receive any document of such a nature. 

At the election of a deputy for Paris, Sun- 
day, when Mesurrer, a Socialist, was pro- 
posed, alarge number of electors insisted on 
voting for Gen. Boulanger, notwithstanding 
his ineligibility. On the doors of many of the

FRANK: FRAYNE’S FIGHT wirn AN EN- 
RAGED LJON. 


The Actor Without Aid Cages the Furious 
Beast—His Menagerie at His Summer 


Home—Audran’s Latest Comic Opera— 
The Grand Opera Season—A Lively De- 
mand for Seatse—Amusement Notes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatTcon. ; 
NRW YorE, May %.—Frank I. Frayneis the 
manager of the Frayne Theatrical Company 
composed of men, women and wild beasts 
having been on the road all winter. The car- 
avan went into its summer quarters some time 
agoandon Monday of last week Frayne was 
awakened by a terrible pus in thebarn. 
He hurried out and plunged into a contest 
with his lion, old Duke. Old Duke Is a savage 
brute and ig said to be the largest lion in 
confinement. He had killed two men before 
Frayne bought him in Cuba. Old Duke was 
kept in a cage n the barn. 
The main entrance to the barn was 
m the middle through two big swinging 
doors, Old Duke’s cage stood on the barn 
floor, This was the theatre of a brief but ter- 
rible struggle that morning. Frayne had 
bought a handsome horse a few days ago, and 
the horse was tied in the stall opposite the 
lion’s cage. The horse had been restless in 
the stall and trembled whenever the lion 
roared. When Frayne was aroused he ran to 
the barn and listened a moment at the door. 
Then he threw open the door and saw ata 
glance thatthe front of the cage had been 
thrown open and the lion was gone. The next 
moment he heard the tearing of flesh. Look- 
ing over the board partition toward the stalis, 
he saw old Duke lying on the prostrate horse 
and his teeth buried in his throat. He stepped 
quickly to a post where he remembered having 
left a lariat, took it up, coiled it and stepped 
back to the partition. Throwing back hisarm, 
Frayne said to the lion stetnly: Duke!“ The 
animal raised his head and glared. Frayne 
then flung the rope round Duke’s head and 
pulled it taut. Immediately he carried the 
end of the lariat to the cage, passed it through 
the opening through which the lion had 
escaped and around three iron bars. He then 
pulled on the lariat with the slip-noose, shut- 
ting off his wind, and, with the stout cord 
urging him toward the cage, old Duke 
left the horse slowly, growling and roar- 
ing as he went. When he would stop 
Frayne would command and pull harder and 


old Duke would suffer himself to be dragged 
further. Frayne kept as close to the cage as 
possible and as far away as he could from the 
opening through which the lion had escaped, 
yet the lion could have sprung —— him at 
any time while Frayne was working bim to- 
ward thecage. When old Duke came near the 
opening he stopped, threw up his head and 
then sprang toward Frayne. Had Frayne been 
cowed he would have been a déad man in an 
instant. As the lion jumped, Frayne yelled 
and raised his right arm as if tostrike. The 
lion seized Frayne’s arm and his teeth met in 
the flesh. Why old Duke did not kill him on 
the spot Frayne does not know. The brute re- 
laxed his hold and suffered himself to be 
— through the opening into the cage. 

hen Frayne pushed the bars back into place 
again. At this moment Fred Knight came 
running and the lariat wascut. Frayne was 
as white asasheetfor anhour. He attributes 
bis escape to the recollection the lion had of 
several previous occasions when a lariat was 
used. hen old Duke is traveling he rides in 
acage sosmall he can hardly turn around, 
and when he is to be transferred to the larger 
cage in the barn, he is lassoed and pulled 
through the opening in the two cages set 
together. The old fellow growls every time 
he sees a lasso in Frayne’s hand. It was dis- 
covered that the cage from which 
old Duke had escaped had not 
been securely fastened. The entire 
front of the cage can be lifted off like a door in 
a dwelling. he lion has a habit of raising 
himself on his hind legs and scratching with 
his fore feet, at the top of the cage on the side 
near the hinges. In raising himself up his 
shoulder had lifted off the iron-barred front. 
Finding himself free the lion — at the 
horse which was directly opposite him and 
caught him by the neck. Blood had spouted 
in streams On the partitions on either side of 
the stall. Old Duke had not done quenching 
his thirstfor blood when Frayne came in on 
him. Last winter Frayne gave old Duke the 
stage name of Bob Ingersoll. Frayne, on 
the same day he had the tussle 
with the lion went to Mount Clements, 
Mineral Springs, Mich., not on account of his 
lame arm, but because of rheumatism. Fred 
Knight said yesterday: ‘‘Frayne shot and 
«filled Miss Von Behren of Brookiyn when at- 
tempting to shoot an apple from her b on 
the stage of Wood Theater in Cincinnation No- 
vember 30, 1882. He was soon to have married 
Miss Von Behren. Frayne was arrested and 
— — by a coroner’s jury of intention to 
kill his sweetheart. It was decided that the 
killing was caused by a defective cartridge and 
not by Frayne’s faulty aim. The girl’s mother 
acquitted him of blame.

After shooting Miss 
Von Behren Frayne lett the stage and became 
agrocer in Baitimore. After a year he re- 
turned to his old haunts. He had been with 
animals all his life. His farm in New Jersey 
he has named Echo Dell, and summering now 
besides Bob Ingersoll are two laughing byenas, 
two big bull dogs, and two black bears.

OFF THEIR GUARD, 


A Gang of Dangerous Counterfeiters Capt- 
ured While ona Spree. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

PORTLAND, Me., May 2#4.—David Steinburg, 
James Burke, Lewis Simon, B. F. Hamblen, 
Louis Wirtemberg and J. P. Broderiok of New 
York, with Benedict Davis of Newark, were 
arrested yesterday morning for counterfeiting. 
The gang left Boston aboutaweek ago and 
began to arrive atthe Eagle House in parties 
of two and three. The advent of so many 
men of by no means prepossessing appear- 


ance, aroused the suspicion of the proprietor 
of the hotel. At times the whole party 
would meet in Steinburg’s room, giving out 
that they were in Portiand to introduce a new 
kind of soap. When asked asto the manner 
of doing business they replied: ‘‘We propose 
to sell two packages of powder and sixteen 
bars of soap for $1.’’ After the entire party 
arrived, while they did not seem to be making 
a canvass of the city, it was noticed they were 
well supplied with silver money. They paid 
ali bills in silver, but the fraud was soon 
noticed. While at the hotel most of the men 
began to drink freely. The chief of the party, 
— £ kept to his room closely, and was 
frequently closeted with his assistant, Davis. 
The latter part of the week Steinburg and Davis 
started on a spree and made themselves very 
conspicuous. At these times remarks were 
made which attracted the attention of the bar- 
tender, who informed the Chief of Police that 
he believed the men were counterfeiters. A 
detective was put on the case, and he suc- 
ceeded in making a visit to Steinburg’s room 
under the guise ofa farmer who was anxious 
to secure counterfeit money. The place was 
raided, and the gang secured with sufficient 
evidence to convict them. ‘The men are 
thought to be professionals from New York 
who were off their guard, feeling secure in the 
belief that the Portiand police would not dis- 
cover them. The prisoners’ ages range from 23 
to 28 years, and they were yesteraay after- 
noon photographed and their pictures will be 
sent to New York for identification.

NO CAUSE FOR FEAR. 


The Strength of the German Forces on the 
French Frontier. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, May 24.—The Berliner Tageblatt, in 
an article evidently inspired by some military 
authority and inserted before the public at- 
tention was fixed on the French mobilization 
bill, declares that the strength of Germany is 
sufficient and solidly constituted, and gives 
avery instructive table showing the number 
of troops in the two military zones of the 
western frontier. They consist of 177 
battalions of infantry and chasseurs 
on foot, 140 squadrons of cavalry, 
106 batteries of artillery, 15 battalions 


of artillery on foot, seven battalions of pio- 
neers and five battalions of train troops. Con- 
sidering that on the French side of the frontier 
there is simply the army corps, now under the 
command of Gen. Fevreier, and even admit- 
ting thatthe French artillery has most of its 
sainmunition in readiness, and that the French 
cavalry is permanently completely horsed,

Stagg’s Delivery. 


The New Haven Register says: Stage was 
good enough to win last year, but instead. of 
being satisfied with that he has made a marked 
improvement. While always a close pitcher, 


he now wastes no balls at all. Every one is 

itched with a distinct purpose and not very 
arfrom the plate. He is a aga | built, 
has short arms and good shoulders. 6 is not 
likely to wear out and his methods insure him 
comparative immunity against an overworked 
arm. He has already accomplished what has 
been too much for the pitchers Yale 
has had in the past, namely, en- 
tering upon a second season better 
than the last. Tbe reason for this is plain to 
one watching bim closely, and is worth 
describing. The average pitcher is able to de- 
liver an out or in, a rise“ or ‘‘drop,’’ 
and to combine these more or less effectively. 
He may also vary his speed somewhat, but it 
will be noticed that he has but one general 
style of using his arm, so that while a change 
from the out-curve to the in is a slight relief to 
the muscles along the upper arm and over the 
shoulder, the change is so small that the relief 
is short-lived. 

In Stagg’s case itis very different. He can 
accomplish his curves equally well in the 
ordinary elbow-bent style, and also with a 
straight round-arm swing, which not only 
alters materially the appearance of the curve, 
but gives his arm a complete rest. This deliv- 
ny e at times supplements by a wrist motion 
which enables him, without varying the speed 
of the arm, to ohange the speed of the ball. 
Now, the fact is, tnat a great many pitchers 
imagine that they have at their com- 
mand more than one delivery, but it 
will be noticed that when they 
have but one ball left and must put it over the 
plate, or at other really critical points, they 
always use the same style. They may send an 
out or an in or a straight ball, but it is deliverea 
in one way, and the batsman is seldom puzzied 
by it. This is the only true test of real com- 
mand over delivery, and Stagg possesses 
this and makes excellent use of ft, so much 
so, that a batsman can place no reliance upon 
getting an easy one to hit when the balls run 


up high.

NEILSON’S NERVE. 


How His Pluck Won Him the Road Race in 
a Pinch.

The 
plucky fellow had plung to the two leaders all 
day, and as he was only a minute behind when 
they last passed through Clarksville, it was 
thought he might have enough leftin him for 
a final spurt, but it turned out that the several 
talls of the day had so shaken him up that on 
the last lap, when Rhodes tried to leave Neil- 
son, with a sharp increase of speed, he could 
not respond, and had to see them pass ou 
out of sight. o came in a good third and was 
loudly cheered. Crocker did better than was 
generally known. He always passed through 
Clarkesville a littie behind the other two but 
that was because he slowed up for his food 
just before reaching the town. e would al- 
ways pick up the other two a little beyond and 
the three thus rode bunched all day. 

WHITTAKER BEATEN. 

But still there was more left to excite the 
crowd. Whittaker was stili out and they knew 
Hollingsworth was holding him close. Whit- 
taker really owned Pike County. He was 
everybody’s favorite, the ladies’ hearts all 
fluttered over him, and if he had won the race, 
he could no doubt have asked forand gota 
farm. They were nearly halt an hour behind 
the winner, but the crowd waited. At 
last the two came slowly in sight. 
Whitt was the lead, dut the 
Indiana man was lapping him. As the crowd 
cheered the two tired fellows put on a weak 
little spurt. Asthey passed down the grade 
tothe finish, Hollingsworth’s weight forced 
him toward the front, and when within fift 
feet of the line they were wheel and wheel. 
Whittaker gave an extra dig at his pedals, but 
several spokes of his worn out wheel flew out, 
he swerved a little, and Hollingsworth 
shot across the mark a foot ahead. Whit- 
taker had been handicapped all day 
with a 42-pound wheel, while the others’ 
wheels were ten pounds lighter. 

The record of tne last lap for the leaders is 
easily told: Rhodes cut out the pace as usual, 
but took a header near the second toll-gate 
where a farmer handed him a dipper of water. 
The handle caught in the wheel and Rhodes 
pitched forward on his knees cutting one 
quite badly. He wasup and soon again lead- 
ing Neilson, who had not taken advantage of 
the fall. The finish was as described above. 

WAS NEILSON A TRAITOR. 

After the race there was a great deal of talk 

ainst Neilson who was not as much ofa 
favorite as Rhodes. It was claimed that 
Rhodes had pulled Neilson along, had waited 
for him and done everything he could for him, 
and that Neilson played acontemptible trick 
by beating him in, because he was a littie bet- 
ter on the spurt. Crocker was * as having 
said something to that effect, but to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter Crocker said Neilson’s rid- 
ing was wonderful, that Rhodes couldn’t 
shake him, and that they had no idea he would 
last. Orocker says that on the last lap Rhodes 
called out: Come up here and set the pace, 
Neilson. I’m tired doing it.’’ Neilson re- 
— Oh, I'm tired, too, and my saddle 

urts.. Go on, Billy, you're doing all riant. 

To this Rhodes ans ed: Oh, I see your 
game. You’re waiting to beat me by a spurt 
at the finish. All right; zon want me to set the

ence of my wife told me a job had been put 
on him by Johnston and others. and they had 
got him to compete at Springfield.
